This was indicated by the recent 
flight of the Mercury from South- 
umpton to New York, a flight on 
which I had the privilege of acting 
as plot.

Plans have already been an- 
nounced by the way for a new Mayo 
Composite aircraft, the upper com- 
ponent of which will be noble to fly 
non-stop from London to New York 
at 300 mp.h., carrying a large lond 
pf malls. This performance is, of 
course, considerably better than that 
of our present Mercury, but the dif- 
ference ts explained by the fact that 
new aircraft: would be built 
specinily for the task of carrying 
mails and not for general experi- 
mental flights. 

It Is because of all the possible 
significance to alr transport of Mer- 
cury's recent flight that I feel proud 
to have purticipated in It. 

It was an Interesting venture, und 
certainly the experience of a life- 
time. But from the point of view 
of a commercial pilot it was only 
just another job. In the alr one 
ight ds just like another . and, 
vagnries of weuther excluded, the 
main difference I found between this 
and the thousands of flights I have 
made in command of Imperial Air- 
ways fying-boats Was the ‘Iength of 
time we were in the air. 

Any filght to-day, even a record- 
breaking venture, fs just a matter of 
hard work for the pilot or pilots. 
There ts navigation and piloting to 
be done, notes to ke kept of progress, 
a check to be made frequently on

Only on the night when the 
sufe-breakers set out are they ale 
lowed to study these plans, Every- 
thing must be. committed to 
memory; nothing {s carried by 
the men which might set Scot- 
land-yard on the trail of the mns- 
ter mind. 


FIRST TO ARRIVE ON THE 
SCENE 


“The guv'nor" {s first to arrive 
at the scene of the robbery. He 
carries n small attache case in which 
are skeleton keys, a small but ¢x~- 
cecdingly powerful clectrle drill, 
black leather gloves, dark glasses, 
and a torch, 


The pelignite to blow open the 
safe “the guv'’nor" bas in one of 
his vest pockets, It is the thick- 
ness of an ordinary Sead encil, 
and no more than two Inches in 
length.

Czechs and Germons are so Inter- 
mingled in Bohemla and Moravia 
that no division along territorial or 
even -raolul lines seems practically 
Smpossible, The majority of Gcrman- 
speaking famllles have not only Czech 
blood but very often Czech-spealding 
branches, Natlonallty ‘here js 
question not of racial origin but of 
educntion ond personal sympathies— 
in mixed districts. one often finds 
brothers, ane of them professing to 
be a Germon and the other a Czech. 

In personal and business inter- 
course these two natlonalitics get 
along very well. Even political co- 
operation hus been smooth during 
extended periods, for instance from 
the 16th, untill the middle of the 10th. 
century. This healthy developmen! 
which would have gradually ted_to a 
perfect symblosis after the Swiss 
model, was marred by outside in- 
fluences—at first by the Habsburg 
methed of “divide and impera" which 
meant amongst. other things an_un- 
justly privileged position for the Ger- 
mans, and then by the Pan- 
movement which flared up first in 
1848 and after 1871 grew more and 
more aggressive, until Jt culminated 
in the present mass-madness, fosters 
ed and kept up by Herr Hitler and 
his obedient mouth-plece Herr Hen- 
Iein. :

Putting the Clock Back 


-" Will however the dismemberment 
of the Britlsh Emplre.be a serious 
loss to humanity, and fs it not pre- 
fernble to.n world: war? Apart from 
patriotic considerations of which the 
British alone are judges, we Czechs 
feel that the existence of the Britlsh 
Empire, the first commonwealth of 
nations freely and cleanly governed, 
Js at present the only hope for a bet- 
ter future for manitind, and that {ta 
dismemberment would put the clock 
back probably for centuries to come, 

The only solutlon of this terrible 
dilemma consists, in Czech opinfon, In 
o strong alllance of democratic 
Powers declaring to Germany: “Hands 
off Central Europe! Learn to achieve 
greatness by peaceful and civilised 
means—It will be better for your own 
people too." If firmly held in check, 
Germeny might gradually get rid of 
the polson ‘In her system. 

The mass of Czech people Is united 
in a’calm determination rather to 
fight to the last man than to submit 
to Nazi over rule, and thus not only 
to commit sulclde as a nation but also 
betray the cause of democracy and of 
true rogress. If you talk to the 
man in the street, you never hear any 
other answer. We ore looking with 
apprehension to the British people 
who once were the leaders of the 
world in political and human pro- 
Gress, wondering whether they 
reallse the {mportance of thelr deci- 
sion for the whole of humanity, and 
whether they too will decida—and 
will say so betimes—rather to fight 
than fo commit suicide. A_ timely 
show of strength by the British de- 
mocracles {s much more likely to 
avert a world war than constant 
cowurdly giving way to brutal oggres- 
sors who—be it remembered—are 
after alt giants with feet of clay.

In consulting my Britannica, I find 
that as Inte ns December 1924 Mr. 
Winston Churchill made an official 
stutement to the effect that Great 
Britain would expect any country 
making a funding agreement with the 
United States to come to-terms, pari 
paseu, with his country. Reading 
further I find that Great Britain made 
funding agreements with her Allies 
in the amount of £2,137,747,000 for 
original advances * totalling ap- 
proximately £1,460,000,000. It is in- 
teresting to note In comparison that 
the Americon funding totalled $11,- 
872,600,524 oguinst original advances 
of $10,338,323,507, a_ considerably 
smaller mark up than Great Britaln’s. 
Both comparisons include the Rus- 
sian debt, not funded.

The American agreement with 
Great Britoin called for interest at 
3% (rising to 3446) which was less 
than the United States was then 
paylng to her own natlonals from 
whom she had borrowed the money. 
So soon as the agreement was made 
nt this “onerous rate of Interest", Bri- 
tuln rushed post haste to Wall Street 
and borrowed $300,000,000 gold at » 
higher rate. Such private lonns were 
jn nddition to the $409,000,000° which 
Amerlcu had lent from. the Armistice 
up to 1920. 


The cosh value of the British 
settlement In 1923 was a little more 
than $3,250,000,000, From then untill 
1920 ‘Britain’s new capital issues for 
foreign countrics on the London 
market nmounted to $4,500,000,090 
(Midland Bank Ltd. figures), 


“Antonio” makes a point of munl- 
tions used in the common cause. It 
should be remembered that to save 
shipping, America bought a quantity 
of munitions in Europe and pald cash 
in pounds ond. franes for them, Of 
the 13 odd billfon of American money 
reported as expenditures by ‘the 
Allies who borrowed It, less than 
20% waa for. munitions. Some was 
used to pay Morgan & Co. (always 
keep your credit good with your 
bankers!),. much was used to keep 
up the.exchange value of the pound, 
some was for silver for India, sold by 
Shylock at o third of the ruling price, 
much of ft was for supplics sold to 
her population and abroad, and mil- 
Hons were used after hostilities ceased 
to enable Great Britain-to build up 
her export trade. ;

Our famillar “Red in the morning, 
etc.” ig quoted by Mathew In his 
gospel as being cven in his day a 
well Iknown saying. 


The common saying “The exception 
proves the rule” has had its meaning 
curiously twisted, The word “prove’’ 
used to mean “test” of “try," a sense 
which still survives in the words 
“probation’ and “probationer”: in 
the phrase “put to the proof": in the 
parable where the mun bought a 


*! yoke of oxen and went to “prove” 


them. 


The speaker told an amusing story 
about the text, “The tongue;no man 
can tame,” which occur in the 
eighth verse of the third chapter of 
the Epistle of James, An old 
JIncobite Indy was invited to dinner 
by the Whig magistrate of a Scottl 
town.

“Like o Osh out of water" is at 
least ns old as A.D, 373, when it was 
said ‘of’ a monk. away. from his 
monastery, but it is such an obvious 
simile that. it jis almost certainly 
much older than that. : 


Why do we say as dead as a Goor- 
nall?” or as brown as o berry? 
Berrles are usually any colour but 
brown. When we say that “Block- 
berries ore red when they are green,” 
in spite of the apparent nonsense, 
we are spealcing correctly. 


Occasionally we find different 
Proverbs with the same meaning. 
“All is not gold that giltters” Is much 
the same as “Fine feathers do not 
make fine birds.” That all gold docs 
not glitter is perhaps not a proverb, 
but jt enshrines a pathetic truth. 
Pope writes “Charm strikes the sight 
but merit wins the soul." Un- 
fortunately the latter process takes 
longer. 

Gray's flower “born to blush un- 
seen” reminds us that there are more 
fish in the sea than ever came out, 
ond so a mon my be selling tickets 
at Waterloo Station whom nature 
Intended to be a Napolcon, and mute 
Miltons may iIngioriously peddle; 
vacuum cleaners in the Cromwell 
Read. ,

“Yard” Outwitted 
by “The Guv’nor” 


The theft of ten pounds 


sive and a hundred detonators from quar- 
ries at: Sevenoaks, Kent, recently, has in- 
tensified Scotland-yard’s efforts to track 


down the “gelignite gang” of 

The gang is a six-handed one 
—all highly specialised. Its 
chief is between fifty and sixty 
years old, grey-haired, bencvo- 
jent-looking, whose clothes give 
him the appearance of a respect- 
able business man. 


He is known as “the guv'nor” 
to his associates, tives In a large 
detached house in a London 
suburb, 


It is “the puv'nor” who decides 
where and when a safe ts to be 
attacked, after he has compicted his 
survey of the ofMfce- or shop. He 
draws plans like a skilled draughts~ 
man, and these are rigidiy followed. 


Only on the night when the 
safe-breakers sect out are they al- 
lowed to study these plans, Every- 
thing must be commitied to 
memory; nothing {s, carried by 
the men which might set Scot- 
land-yard on the trall of the mas- 
ter mind, 


FIRST TO ARRIVE ON THE 
SCENE 


“The guv'nor” is first to arrive 
at the scene of the robbery. He 
carries a small altache case In which 
are skeleton keys, a small but ex- 
ceedingly powerful electric drill, 
black leatber gloves, dark glasses, 
and a torch, 


The gelimmite to blow upen the 
safe “the guv'nor’ has in one of 
his vest pockets. It is the thick- 
ness of an ordinary lead pencil, 
and no more than two inches in 
length. It is wrapped in oiled 
sitk, with aon outer cavering of 
cotton wool. 


The gang work strictly to a time 
schedule. Hardly has “the guv’nor’ 
opened the outer door when the 
others arrive—in a car. In it are 
blankets and sawdust, to deaden the 
sound of the drill and the nolse of 
the explosion. 


As soon as these have been taken 
inside “the guv’nor” departs; his 
work is finished until next morn- 
ing, when he returns to collect the 
safe-breaking tools. His = men 
await him behind the locked 
doors. 


Seotland-yard have received in- 
formation during the past week that 
the gang are entering on the third 
phase of thetr safe-blowing exploits, 
The first was confined to post offices.

The Jury, 
sald His Lordship, must bo sntisficd, 
before they could convict accused on 
any of the charges, that the girl 
falling agalnst the lorry was due to 
an intentlonal and deliberate push;

As regards the question of motive, 
Hin Lordship pointed out that ac- 
cused had himself admitted that

these remarks. Further, accused 
had previously admitted he did give 
the girl a push, although he sub- 
sequently denied this in the witness- 
box and said he merely gave her a 
pat on the shoulder. " 


MERCIFUL VIEW 


After the Jury had made known 
their decision, His Lorship sald to 
prisoner: “You have been convicted 
and, in my opinion, very rightly 
convicted, on the third count, the 
essence of which is that you deliber- 
ately and unjustifiably pushed this 
girl with the result that she suffered 
from severe injuries. As a result of 
ee push she might easily have been 
killed, 


“Maybe the Jury has taken a 
merciful view of your case and de- 
cided that the motive of that push 
was not more than o fit of temper 
und that you did not intend ony serl- 
ous consequences — should “follow. 
But at the same time very scrious 
consequences did follow and for this 
you must be punished.” 

I sentence you to nine 
hard labour.

North China.” 


The Japanese punitive forces havo 
started operations designed to destroy 
the Communist forces with. the moun- 
talnous region surroundtd by = the 
Peking - Hankow, Shihkliachwang- 
Tatung, Tatung-Puchow and Petping- 
Sulyuan Raltways as the scope of 
their actions, the communique 
Indicates. 

The Japanese forces have opencd 
their attacks in the districts to the 
west of Peiping and the Hwalyuan 
plain in north-western Hopch and 
have steadily éxended thelr opera- 
tlons toward the west and south, 

Graduatly tightening thelr encircle- 
ment, the Japanese attacking units 
claim to hove driven the Chinese 
forces into the mountains near Wutal 
in northern Shansi. The slege hos 
been pushed from the direclons of 
Shihkiachwang, Taiyuan and Tatung. 

At the end of October, the Japanese 
forces inflicted crushing defeats on 
the Chinese Communist — troops ut 
Lingshih and Wutai Mountain,

N- THE scientific field full

The dearest ‘seats, quite comfortable 
wooden ones, cost only 50 cents,

The British Fleet remains 
mobilised, although almost alt 
of the 29,000 reservists re- 
cently called up have now re- 
turned to their homes with a 
month’s pay, and, in most 
cases, a £6 bonus for their 
national service. , 


The response to the call of 
duty and the efficiency with 
which the men were passed 
through their depots was even 
greater than the Admiralty ex- 
pected, it was stated recently. 


The last general mobilisation af 
the Fleet was in 1914, and although 
there wns a partial mobilisation 
exercise in 1922 it was thought that 
the machinery for dealing with the 
rush of men, evolved only “on 
puper,” might show defects In work- 
ing. 

The three Home ports, Devonport, 
Portsmouth, and Chatham, had been 
denuded of three-quarters of thelr 
normal complement—posted to their 
ships. Yet the average time for each 
man to pass througt all the formall- 
ties of medical and dental examina- 
tion, kit | cquipment, payment of 
allowances and advance pay, fitting 
and testing of #as mask, was only 
three hours, 


BEFORE THE CALL 


The entire mobilisation was com- 
pleted in three dnys. Hundreds of 
men reported to their depots before

FEARLESS TRUCK DRIVERS 


Among the unsung heroes in the 
Chinn war are her army truck 
drivers, who run as much risk of 
getting Scdilled or wounded os tha 
soldiers in the trenches, says the 
“Straita Times." They are the ones 
who speed on the highwava at all 
hours of the diy and night rushing 
reinforcements, munitions and food 
supplies to where they ure needed 
most. Whether they arrive at thelr 
destinations on time often determince 
the fortune of a battle. 


Young and confident, these drivers 
fall withIn a category by themselves. 
Although Jn unlform, they, as a rule, 
are notarmed. They take order from 
the Matorlsed Regiment, of which 
there Js one in every Chinese division. 
They have to work under cxtremely 
strenuous conditlons. It is a matter 
of routine for them to be on the road 
for ten or fifteen hours without a 
single moment's rest In between. 
Their motto Is: “Defy hardships.” 


MANY CASUALTIES 


These drivers all have had spectal 
training. With the Japanese planes 


1 active in the daytime, they often have 


to run the gauntlet of machine-gun 
fre or bombs from the sky. Many 
have been killed that way. Thug, 
besides keeping a sharp look on the 
wheel and the road nhead of them, 
they have to cock their car constantly 
fer the droning of any enemy aire 
craft, 

Driving at top speed is a diMicuit 
feat In a country where roads are 
unlit at night and often intolerably 
rough. Ditches following alr raids 


are nothing short of “graveyards” to! ¢rom 


any reckless souls at wheels. So fat, 
however, comparatively few accidents 
of this-nature have happened. Tho 
reason Is not far to seck. In the first 
place, they are all experienced. Then 
each of them jy held responsible 
individually for his truck. If any- 


thing happens to it. he wHlt be duly 
punlshed. 


Niefore they are commissioned, these 
drivers were all given o solid course 
ino mechanics. Repalr shops or 
ensoline stations are few an China's 
roads, Thus, If anything: poes wrong, 
the driver sheuld be able Immediately 
to locate the trouble and to make the 
necessury repalrs within the shortest 
time possible. .

Chinese control is not known, The 
figure must run up to many thou- 
sands, Then in addition :the South- 
west. Transportation Bureau = and 
the North-west Transportatlon 
Bureau have in service about 3,000 
each. These trucks run on three of 
China's most important nighways. 
AH starting from Hankow, they lead 
te Lanchow In the North-West, to 
Kunming In the South-West and to 
Hongkong in the south. 

Travelling to these border towns, 
these vehicles carry China's native 
products such as silic, wood oil, ten, 
tungsten and other high-priced com- 
moditics for exports in order to build 
up China's foreign specie reserve 
abroad. On thelr return journey, 
they bring all descriptions of war 
materials ranglng from machine-guns 
to plane parts. :

Outspoken answers 


ex-German U-boat Commander—to his Nazie 
persecutors are quoted in a book called “Martin 
Niemoller and His Confession,” published in 
Switzerland and rigorously banned in Germany. 


Niemoller was arrested 
14 months ago. after he 
had preached sermons 
protesting against the 
Nazi attitude to the 
Church. He was sentenced 
to seven months’ impri- 
sonment, and after serv- 
ing his term was sent to 
a concentration camp. 


Latest news from Germany 
suggests that he will be released 
shortly, but the book just pub- 
lished states emphatically: “If 
an amnesty is given to German 
political prisoners Pastor Nic- 
moller will not be included.” 


OPEN DEFIA CE 


The detailed story of Nicmoller's 
defiance is told for the first time. 

Niemoller refused to keep secret 
some confidential reports on new 
legal measures against the church. 
He spread the news of Nazi periccu~ 
tlon at once, 

“If it is -vital" he said, “I must 
proclatm if openly from the pulpit.” 

When .his bluntness brought him 
into conflict with the Nazis he did 
not flinch, On July 1, 1037, he 
was ordered to appcar at the offices 
of the German Secret Police for 
cross-examination. 

He left his home 
the Gestapo offices. 
been home since. 


When he arrived In prison the 
prison chaplain asked him: 
“My brother, why are you In 


prison?” 

Niemoller, burning with his 
faith In the Church, answered 
him, "My brother, why are you 


not In prison?” 


During the whole time he was In 
prison he suffered every kind of per- 
secution with calm strength. 


WOMEN’S PETITION 


Nothing could shake Niemoller's 
spirit. When be was taunted with 
his war record, and asked how he 
could reconcile the command of a 
U-bout with his new career os a pas- 
tor, he sald firmly:

COLONY’S WEATHER 


Vagaries Recorded 
In’ October 


The weather In the Colony during 
the frst week of the past month was 
unsettled owing to the passage of two 
typhoons across the northern part of 
the China Sea. The first of these 
passed within 100 miles to the S.S.W. 
of Hongkong on the nlght of the 
Srd, to 4th., und entered the const to 
the enst of Fort Bayard, The second 
pased’ about 250 miles to the S.S.W, 
of Hongkong on the afternoon of the 
ith. Although nelthcr typhoon gavs 
winds of gale force in the harbour, 
they brought heavy rainfall, which 
was much needed after an excep- 
tionally dry summer, ee 

The weather subsequently = im- 
proved, and remained fair and warm, 
with occasional showers, until the 
15th. The development of an anti- 
cyclone over China brought — cool 
northerly winds, and fine weather on 
the 16th., and during the remainder 
of the month no rainfall was 
and almost cloudless skies prevaiied, 
Temperature again rose on the 24th. 
and the last week of the month was 
very warm, 

Ihe mean temperature for the 
month was 77.8" F, which is 1.0° 
ubove normal, A maximum of 95.5° 
was recorded on the Ist. and oa 
minimum of 66,0° on the 22nd, and 
23rd, The mean: relative humidity 
was 76 per cent., against a normal of 
72 per cent, 

Sunshine amounted to 233 hours, 
which is 16 hours above normal, The 
total rainfall was 6.09 inches, against 
a normal of 4.55 Inches; nearly all 
this rainfall wos due to the passage 
of the two typhoons. 

The maximum wind velocity in o 
gust was 54 m.p.h, at 7.35 a.m. on the

further I find that Great Britain made 
funding; agreements with her Alles 
‘in the amount of £2,137,747,000 for 
! original advances totalling: ap- 
| proximately £1,460,000,000. It is in- 
j teresting, to note in comparison that 
the American funding totalled $11, 
872,500,524 against original advances 
of $10,338,323,597, a considerably 
smaller mark up than Great Britain’s. 
Both comparisons include the Rus- 
alan debt, not funded, 


The Amerlean  ngreement with 
Grent Britaln called for interest at 
3% (rising to 3%46¢) which was less 
than the United States was then 
paying, to her own -natlonals from 
whom she had borrowed the money, 
So soon as the agreement was made 
at this “onerous rate of interest", Bri- 
tain rushed post haste to Wall Street 
and borrowed $300,000,000 gold at a 
higher rate. Such private Joans wero 
in addition to the $400,000,000 which 
America had lent from the Armisticn 
up to 1920, 

The cash value of — the British 
settlement in 1023 was a little more 
than $3,250,000,000.

N' THE scientific field. full 
international collaboration is 
still possible. The entomologists 
who are demonstrating the new 
method of preventing Yellow 
Fever from being brought ‘o 
Asia from Africa, 95 reported in 
the Telegraph, yesterday, are 
engaged in’ a war with mos- 
quitoes and other insects in 
which co-operation between na- 
tions is absolutely essential if 
any measure of success is to be 
obtained.

The United States Treasury has 
reported that expenditure to October 
28 was  $2,934,000,000. During the 
first four months of the fiscal year, 
a new record in “New Deal” spending 
was created, compared with the near- 
est peace-time Mrure of $2,569,000,000 
In 1935. 

However, It is pointed out that 
there has been a strong favourable 
tide of business, while re-employment 
has been very spectacular, which 
somewhat offsets the unfavourable 
aspects of the expenditure. 

On the other hand there is little 
reason to expect the fiscal deficit to 
be much below President Roosevelt's 
forecast of four billion dollars. Some 
even predict that it’ will surpass the 
1936 record deficit of $4,360,000,000.

FEARLESS ‘TRUCK DRIVERS 


Among the unsung heroes in the 
China war are her army truck 
drivers, who run as much risk of 
geltIng killed or wounded ax the 
soldiers in. the trenches, says the 
“Straits Times.” They are the ones 
who speed on the bighwava at ntl 
hours of the day and night rushing 
relnforeements, munitions and food 
supplies to where they ore needed 
most. Whether they arrive at thelr 
destinations on time often determiner 
the fortuno of a battle. 


Young and confident, these drivers 
fall within a category by themselves. 
Although In uniform, they, as a rule. 
are not armed. They take order from 
the Motorised Regiment, of which 
there 1s one in every Chinese division. 
They have to work under extremely 
strenuous conditions. It is u matter 
of reutine fpr them to be on the road 
far ten or fifteen hours without a 
single moment's: rest In between. 
Their motto Ja: “Defy hardships." 


MANY CASUALTIES 


These drivers all have had special 
training. With. the Japanese plancs 
active in the daytime, they often hava 
to run the gauntlet of machine-gun 
fre or bombs from the sky. Many 
have been killed that way. Thus, 
besides keeping a sharp look on the 
wheel and the road ohead of them, 
they have to cock their car constantly 
fer the droning of any enemy alr- 
craft. 

Driving at top speed is a diMeut 
feat in a country where roads are 
unlit at night and often intolerably 
rough, Ditches following air roids 
ure nothing short of “graveyards” to! 
any reckless souls at wheels. So fo, 
however, comparatively few accidents 
of this nature have happened. Tho 
con is not far to seek. In the first 
place, they are allexperlenced. Then 
each of them is held responsible 
individually for his truck. If any- 
thing happens to it, he will be duly 
punished.

Tho Bohemian Ger- 
mans were never part of Germany. 

Many English people know about 
the old Bohemian kingdom bc- 
cnhuse bind: King John of Bohemin 
founht at the battle of Crecy. 
When he was killed, the Black 
Prince, to show his respect, took 
King Jolin's motto—"Ich Dien.” 
It hos been tho motto of Princes 
of Wales ever since. 

Most of the Germans were 
driven out of Bohemia during the 
warn that followed tho marlyrdom 
in 1416 of John Hus, the Czech rell- 
gious reformer, still n Czech 
national hero, 

But the Germans came back. 
The minerals being developed in 
the mountains needed workers. So 
frou: Austrian and surrounding 
pinces Gormans began returning.

In those days the Ozechs were 
frightened not of Germany but of 
Austria, In 1620 tho Czechs were 
dofented at tho Battle of tho White 
Mountain.

They include about 
4,000,000 prople. .Half a million of 
these are Czechs and three and a 
half million are Sudeten Germans, 
Half a millon of the Germans are 
opponents of Henleln.

The weather subsequently  im- 
proved, and remained {air and warm, 
with occasional showers, until = the 
16th. The development of an antl- 
cyclone over China brought cool], 
northerly winds, and fine weather on 
the 16th., and duting the remainde 
of the month no rainfall was recorded 
and almost cloudless skies prevailed. 
Temperature again, rose on the 24th, 
and the last week of.the month was 
very warm, “ 

{he mean temperature for the 
month was 770° FP, whith is 1.0° 
above normal. A maximum vf 88.5° 
wak recorded on the Ist.. and 
minimum of 660° on the 22nd, ‘and 
23rd. The mean relative humidity 
was 76 per cent. against a normal of 
72 per cent. 

Sunshine amounted to 233 hours, 
which js 10 hours above normal. The 
total rainfall was' 6.09 inches, ngatnst 
nv normal of 4.55 inches; nearly all 
this rainfall was duc to the passage 
of the two typhoons.
